WHEREAS: This year’s observance of September as Alcohol and Drug Addiction 

Recovery Month will help raise awareness of the effectiveness of 

treatment, prevention and education programs; and 

 

WHEREAS: I encourage citizens of the state of Georgia to support those 

individuals who are in recovery and to salute the counseling and 

program staff who provide them with assistance and motivation
